Marin county continues to grow 
by leaps and bounds according to 
one of the best indications of the 
growth of an area: the value of 
building permits. 
Building in Marin county jumped 
to $21,500,000 In 1950 from $12,449,830 
in 1949 and a slightly larger figure 
in 1948. 
The past year ended with the new 
¡ high in building permit figures 
being totalled after It had opened 
on a low sounding note. The first 
few months of 1950 showed few 
buildings being started. 
But the pace stepped up, got into 
high gear in the summer and con­ 
tinued high, with the usual seasonal 
slump late In the year. 
Actual construction costs of the 
buddings erected or authorized last 
year were far higher than the build­ 
ing permit figures, wMch are based 
on estimated costs. 
Home building showed 
largest 
increase in 1950 with many large 
subdivisions and many more smaller 
ones opened or extended. Business 
and school building also took an up­ 
swing. 
UNINCORPORATED AREA 
Construction in the unincorporat­ 
ed parts of Marin county during 
1950 set a record with a total of 
$12,125,923 in evaluation, according 
to building permits granted at the 
office of County Building Inspector 
Lester Ryan. 
This total is a jump of more than 
two times above last year. Last 
year’s building evaluation was $5,- 
468,672, lower than 1948’s seven mil­ 
lion plus. 
Many new subdivisions in the 
county had buildings sprouting from 
them before Ink on the final maps 
was dry.. 
Peak permits Issued were in the 


I summer except for August, but in 
May, June, July, September and 
again in November the mark was 
well over a million dollars in evalua­ 
tion. 
, 
There was a slight slump In De­ 
cember, but it was bigger than the 
early months of the year and 
August. Peak month in 1949 (August) 
was less than a million dollars In 
evaluation. 
Ryan says the increase Is a natu­ 
ral one—"a result of expansion of 
the county relative to the expansion 
of the whole Pacific slope. It is the 
biggest year in Marin, but we cer­ 
tainly have not reached the peak.” 
Ryan says his personal opinion is 
that much more building will be ac­ 
complished because there is still 
much unused capital—and a natural 
investment place for it is building. 
"If materials are available, well 
certainly get more building In 1951,” 
Ryan predicted. 


SAN RAFAEL 
New dwellings and stores in flan 
Rafael helped swell the total of 
building permits past the three mil­ 
lion dollar mark in 1959—a million 
dollars more than it was in 1949.

Marin, Contra Costa Officials Meet 
To Decide Fate Of Proposed Bridge 


Decision on what legislation will 
be necessary to speed construction 
of the San Rafael-Richmond bay 
bridge will be made tomorrow at 
meeting of Contra Costa and Marin 
officials in Sacramento. 
Two bills are being considered fcr 
introduction. 
One provides that $750,000 from 
the general fund of the state should 
be loaned to the Division of flan 
Francisco Bay Toll Crossings for 
preparations of plans and specifica­ 
tions for the bridge. It must be re­ 
paid after revenue bonds for the 
bridge are sold. 
The second removes the bridge 
from the existing law preventing bay 
crossings within 10 miles of the San 
Ftancisoo-Oakland bay bridge. One 
end of the flan Rafael span would 
be inside the 10-mlle limit. 
Tomorrow’s meeting, scheduled for 
10 a.m. in the office of Contra Costa 
Assemblyman Robert L. Condon, will 


bring together Condon, Contra Costa 
Senator George M i l l e r , Marin’s 
Senator Jack McCarthy, Assembly­ 
man Richard H. McCollister, and 
Supervisor T. Fred Bagshaw, Rich­ 
mond City Manager Wayne Thomp­ 
son, and a representative of the 
Contra Costa supervisors. 
The two bills, prepared by the 
Marin district attorney’s office, were 
given their first going over at a 
meeting last weekend in the office 
of Charles H. Purcell, director of the 
Department of Public Works. Pres­ 
ent were Condon, Bagshaw, Thomp­ 
son, Marin Supervisor Walter Cas­ 
tro, Norman C. Raab, project engi­ 
neer, and Ralph Tudor, consulting 
engineer for the toll crossing di­ 
visión; Frank Durkee, deputy di­ 
rector, and Robert Reid, attorney 
for the public works department. 
Reid took the proposed laws for 
revision from the department’s point 
of view before tomorrow’s meeting. 


Proposal to incorporate a railroad 
crossing on the bridge was viewed 
darkly by Purcell. 
“I can’t imagine” he declared, 
“approval of the use of a single 
cent of highway funds to build a 
bridge which was designed primarily 
for a railroad, or in fact, designed 
for a railroad at all. 
*T for one certainly wouldn’t want 
to see the highway department get­ 
ting into the position of building 
bridges for the railroads.” 
The railroad crossing proposal got 
little support at last weekend's 
meeting. It was pointed out that no 
railroad had been the least bit in­ 
terested In using tfee crossing. If <it 
was built it was not the policy of 
railroads to pay toll for crossing 
bridges. It was pointed out, putting 
the added cost on the motorists and 
truckers who use the bridge. 
The added costs, which Tudor has 
estimated "at least between 50 and 


100 per cent and probably more,” 
would make It absolutely impossible 
to finance under a revenue bond 
issue such as it proposed for the 
bridge, he said. 
Purcell agreed that the bridge 
"was very near its limit of financ­ 
ing11 in building Hie proposed two 
deck span from San Quentin Point 
to Richmond, approximately along 
the route of the existing ferry line. 
He said he did not believe a rail­ 
road bridge could be financed. 
/* r the meeting Raab indicated 
he would ask Purcell to give him a 
directive to incorporate a study of 
a railroad crossing in the current 
$200,090 study of feasibility of the 
bridge. He said there is enough of 
the money left to get, from a cursory 
study, facts which he was sure 
would prove the railroad crossing 
unfeasible. However, by today he 
had not asked nor received such a 
directive. 


Flans for an administrative study 
of all departments in Marin county 
government, plus job classification 
and wage equalization was proposed 
to the board of supervisors yester­ 
day afternoon.

TOKYO (/FV-Allied troops fought 
desperately today to slow the Com­ 
munist tide rolling toward the heart 
of South Korea and menacing the 
U. S. Eighth Army’s retreat route 
to the old Pusan beachhead.% 
Two United Nations 
battalions 
attacked a Red Korean force two 
miles south of battle-wrecked Won­ 
ju, road hub abandoned Monday to 
the Reds. 


An Allied 
regiment counterat­ 
tacked strong communist forces six 
miles southeast of Wonju. 
Allied artillery slammed 
shells 
Into the Reds and fighter-bombers 
roared down in close support. 
Field dispatches said the fighting 
still was raging shortly before mid­ 
night Tuesday. 
The counterattack six miles south­ 
west of Wonju was in the 
area 
where the Reds gained a half mile 
Monday and Allied forces later re­ 
covered most of the ground. 
Action on the western front south 
of abandoned Osan was limited to 
patrols. 
But army intelligence 
reported 
the Chinese were building up a 
massive 
attacking 
force 
around 
Osan. At least two Chinese armies 
‘-possibly 80,000 or more troops— 
were spotted in the area. 
The Eighth Army continued its 
retreat to the southeast. Vanguards 
of the fast moving Red forces press­ 
ed close to the heejp of rearguard 
troops. 
Two patrol fights flared 13 and 
14 miles southeast of Osan. These 
attacks m t the Reds only 50 road 
miles—less by air—from the Kum 
river where the U. S. 24th division 
began its tragic defense of Taejon 
last July.

TRUCKS AMBUSHED 
As soon as all the troops were 
loaded on the trucks, we took off 
for Hagaru. We hadn’t gone more 
than a mile when we were ambush­ 
ed. We all leaped off the trucks 
and got down behind a bank next 
to the road. We traded small arms 
for awhile and then climbed back 
Into the trucks and moved out again. 
We moved possibly a hundred yards 
then piled out behind 
the bank 
again. It went that way all after­ 
noon. Into the trucks, move a few 
yards, out of the trucks, fire a few 
shots, Into the trucks, out of the 
trucks, in and out until, along 
about dusk, a British Colonel gave 
the order to turn around and go 
back. We no sooner got the trucks 
turned around than the Marine 
Colonel gave

around again. 
We were going to 
Try and break through the road­ 
block that night. 
After' that, we got out of the 
trucks only two or three times. The 
rest of the time was spent making 
a mad dash lor Hagaru with the 
Gooks throwing 
everything from 
carbine fire to fifty calibre machine 
guns *».fc us. Most of the fellows were 
trying to push dents into the bed 
of the truck with their noses, but 
the truck Was crowded and I was 
the Its! one in. By the time I got 
into the truck, all the space was 
taken and there was no room for 
me to get down. Since there was 
no other alternative, I just sat up 
in the rear corner of the truck and 
decided to watch the show. And 
what a show it was. There was a 
tank about three truoka in front of 
us with Its fifty calibre going almost 
incessantly. The Chinese had quite 
a few fifties set up along the road 
and there naturally ensued a sort 
of “battle of the fifties’* (If I may 
oote a phrase). 


L IU A MOTH 
By this time It was dark, and the 
tracer búllete whladng back and 
forth were quite a sight to sse. 
felt almost as if I pere sitting in 
the balcony 
of the 
B Camino 
watching a battle scene on the 
screen. 
Strangely enough, I wasn't par 
tieularly scared. Never before have 
I realized so fully just how lucky 
I am to have been raised In such 
an environment as I have. My peace 
of mind and complete faith that 
night were certainly good indica­ 
tions of the worth of all that I have 
seen exposed to at home. Every 


I truck in our vicinity had casualties 
In fact the truck Immediately in 
front of us and the one 'mmediate- 
ly in back of us each turned over 
and one burst ‘into flames. 
Our 
truck had but one casualty, however. 
Our gunner, J who 
broke his leg 
jumping off the truck. 
It was the rear of the convoy, 
however, that really got it. They 
were blasted with mortars and even 
fought back a banzai attack. It was 
here that Jim got hit. 
The night after we arrived at Ha­ 
garu, we had an attack that lasted 
all night. It was pretty rough for 
the rifle companies up on the sur­ 
rounding hills, but the eighty-ones 
were right in the middle of the bat­ 
talion area and ver/ few Chinese 
got close enough to fire at us. As 
I told you in the letter I wrote 
from Hagaru, we were comparative­ 
ly safe while we were there. 
Most of our time at Hagaru was 
spent standing guard (12 hours a 
day), trying to keep warm (it got 
as low as 20 below zero), and sleep­ 
ing when possible. • 
PHYSICAL ORDEAL 
The march back to Hamhung was 
undoubtedly the worst physical or­ 
deal of my young life. 
We took 
down all the tents in the morning, 
and spent the rest of the day wait­ 
ing around for the word to move 
out. It wasn’t until after dark that 
we got it, and we wasted no time In 
getting started. 
We moved about three hundred 
yards down the road, where we were 
held up because the convoy was 
being attacked just ahead of us 
After waiting two or three hours 
we were given the order to turn 
around and go back and give mortar 
support to the convoy. We fired all 
night and finally go on our way at 
about nine o'clock the next morn­ 
ing. 
It’s about thirteen miles from Ha­ 
garu to Koto-ri, and we were carry­ 
ing the guns and ammunition on 
our backs. 
I was carrying six 
rounds of ammo with a total weight 
of approximately forty seven pounds, 
plus my sleeping bag and carbine 
In addition to that, we were all 
wearing long underwear, two or 
three pairs of pants, a couple of 
shirts, a sweater, field jacket, and 
a heavy fur-1 incd. parka. 
All to­ 
gether it was quite a load and after 
we had gone about a mile and a 
half, I felt like I couldn’t wa’k an­ 
other step. Somehow we kept put­ 
ting one foot in front of another 
however, and finally arrived at 
Koto-ri just after dark. Here the 
Second Battalion shared their tents 
with us. They were pretty crowd­ 
ed, but we were tired enough so 
that we had no trouble whatsoever 
going to sleep. 
NO SLEEP 
The next afternoon, ws moved 
about two miles down the road 
where we set up the guns and spent 
the night. We had an attack that 
night so we didn't get any sleep. 
We spent the next day standing

Building Permits 


Reveal Extent Of 


'Boom' In County

SAUSALITO 
Building a c t i v i t y in southern 
Marin for 1950 far exceeded con­ 
struction in the \ preceding year, 
year-end reports show. 
In Sausalito, 47 new residences 
were constructed at a total cost of 
$528,050 as compared to 34 new 
buildings totaling $364,850 in 1949. 
All building activity amounted to 
$671,420 in 1950 as compared to a 
total of $472,475 in ’49, according to 
figures from the city clerk’s office. 
MILL VALLEY 
Mill Valley bulding inspector A. 
E. Almcrants reported that his of­ 
fice issued 291 building permits this 
year for a total valuation of $921,- 
746.50 compared to $809,439 last 
year. Permits for 69 new homes and 
two commercial buildings totaling 
$751,967 were issued in 1950 as com­ 
pared to 56 new homes at $729,947 
In 1949. 
BELVEDERE 
Belvedere City Clerk Britton Rey 
estimated that building has more 
than doubled in 1950 as compared 
to ’49. Prom March 1950 to the pres­ 
ent, approximately 30 new buildings 
went up at a total cost of $586,000. 
This included a medical - dental 
building now under construction. 
Only 12 new buildings totaling ap­ 
proximately $200,000 were built dur­ 
ing the period from March 1949 to 
March 1950. 
LARKSPUR 
Construction in Ross Valley towns 
almost doubled in 1950 over the 1949 
totals, according to figures released 
by building inspectors in Fairfax, 
San Anselmo, Ross, Larkspur, and 
Corte Madera. 
Greatest increase was recorded in.

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Writer Outlines Womens Uniformed Services 


By JANE EADS 
WASHINGTON—All the women’s 
uniformed services—the WAC, 
WAVEs, nurses etc.—need recruits. 
There are openings for officer can­ 
didates, too. (All nurses, of course 
are commissioned officers.) I’m 
going to outline how women who 
are interested in joining one of 
these services may do sa 
First the Women’s Army Corps 
-(WAC): 
The Army now is accepting up to 
210 volunteers for the WAC each 
week, twice the number previously 
authorized. The Army says if a 
woman can do the job as well as a 
man she's as welcome as he is 
The first class under this stepped 


job. Duty Station jobs are the less- 
skilled Jobs, but meanwhile you can 
start working toward a rating. * 
The 00 per cent’s courses vary 
from a few weeks to several months 
Then they come out of school 
'strikers’’—striking for a rating, the 
Navy calls it. They go to duty sta 
tions until an opening for their 
rating opens up. 
Women who seek commissions 
apply as officer candidates at re 
cruiting stations. If they meet re 
quirements, including ‘college de 
gree, and are between 21 and 20 
they’re Indoctrinated at the pen 
eral Line School, Newport, RJ. Here 
they take courses in naval history 
and communications, learn about

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the WAC training center, Fort Lee, 
Va., November 6. It Is being fol 
lowed by classes of similar size each 
week. The training schedule has 
been shortened from 13 to nine 
weeks. 
Those found suitable for training 
as officers also go to schoo! at Fort 
Lee.If you want to enlist, apply at your 
local VS. Army recruiting stations. 
You must be between the ages of 
13 to 34 Inclusive, single with no de­ 
pendents and a high school gradu­ 
ate. The period for enlistment may 
be for three, four, five or six years. 
Because of security reasons the 
present strength of the WAC is not 
revealed, but as of last June about 
700 officers and warrant officers 
and about 6,500 enlisted women were 
In the service. 
Though there are no WACs in 
Korea, WACs are serving in the Far 
East, Europe and the Caribbean. 
Peak wartime strength was 100,000. 
No WACs were killed by enemy 
action, but 14 received Purple 
Hearts. Army officials tell me there 
are non 0 MOS’s (Military Occupa­ 
tion Specialists) in the career field 
for WACs. WACs can and will (they 
did in the last war) fill many more 
jobs than this in time of emergency 
Here are Just a few of the jobs 
which women in the WAC are 
trained to fill: gas mask repair 
specialist, radio traffic analyst, high 
and low speed radio operator, cook, 
mess steward, military police super­ 
visor, legal clerk, recruiting special­ 
ist, bandsman (WAC bands only) 
and motion picture projectionist. 
There are scores of others. 
THE WAVES 
If you want to enlist in Uncle 
Barn’s Navy and be a WAVE, drop 
in the nearest Navy recruiting sta­ 
tion and sign up. If you meet the 
basic requirements—age 20 to 
high school graduate, U.S. citizen, 
unmarried, no dependents—and pass 
physical and mental tests you’ll be 
sent to Great Lakes, III., for 10 
weeks' recruit training and wind up 
after the course as a full-fledged 
«seaman 
If you are one of the best 60 per 
cent of the graduating class you go 
on to specialist schools offering 
trailing in a wide variety of jobs 
known as "ratings.” There are about 
60 different ratings in the Navy, of 
which all except the sea-going are 
open to women. 
If you are one of the remaining 
40 per cent, you go to duty stations, 
also as a seaman, and leam on-the- 


and courtesy and military law and 
do a little marching. Then they are 
assigned to duty as junior officers, 
like male graduates from Annapolis. 
In addition to the regulars, the 
Navy has several thousand women 
in its Naval Reserve, either World 
War II WAVEs or those who Just 
joined. A great many of these have 
volunteered for active duty. Some 
have been involuntarily recalled. 
A seaman gets $75 a month clear. 
Food, housing, uniform and medi­ 
cal and dental care are free. The 
pay scale goes from $75 up to more 
than $200 for chief petty officer. 
This naturally is gradual, and few 
rise to chief. \ 
THE WOMEN MARINES 
This is the story of Barbara Niel­ 
sen and how she got to be a private 
first class (FFC) in the Women 
Marines. She’s now assigned to the 
public information office at Marine 
Corps Headquarters here. Barbara 
was graduated from Washington 
State University school of journalism 
last December. She looked for a 
newspaper job without much luck. 
“Ther) I began reading about 
Korea,” she told me. "The news 
made me very sick. I had had rela­ 
tives In the Marines. I went to the 
Seattle recruiting station and be­ 
fore I knew it had Joined up.” 
Barbara enlisted Sept. 8, reported 
for "boot” training at the Marine 
Training School, Farris Island, 8.C, 
on the 13th, began training on the 
18th and was graduated Oct. 8. 
Like all women Marines, she had 
filled basic requirements. She was a 
U.S. citizen. She passed physical, 
mental and character tests, was be­ 
tween 18 and 31 years old, unmar­ 
ried, with no dependents. (College 
graduates, or those enrolled in an 
accredited college or university, who 
are at least 18 and not over 25, can 
apply for a commission and if ac­ 
cepted go to the officer candidate 
school at Quantico, Va.) 
"You hit the deck at 5:30 am.", 
says Barbara, "march in formation 
to early chow about 5:40 am., march 
in formation back ¿0 the barracks to 
get ready to fall out for classes at 
about 7:30 am. Between breakfast 
and classes you have work assign­ 
ments at the barracks.” 
‘The women are given aptitude 
tests, and their background of ex­ 
perience is closely studied before 
they are assigned to duty centers. 
Some are sent to further Instruction 
in specialized fields. 
"Boots” become privates upon 


graduation, but usually get a 'PFC 
stripe in 10 weeks to four months, 
when their allowance is upped from 
$75 a month to $77.50. Women 
Marines usually live in barracks 
with free lodgings and board. They 
all get free medical and dental care. 
The Women Marines were or­ 
ganized in World War n am 
reached a peak strength of 18,000 
serving all over the U.S., in Ha wat 
and Alaska. The Marine Corps was 
the first service to establish an or 
ganizfd reserve platoon for women. 
As of last July 30, it had an esti­ 
mated 1,900 reservists and had near 
ly 600 regulars. They can serve in 
anything but actual combat. None 
are overseas today. 
WAFs 
Women who wear the natty blue 
uniform of the Air Force are proud 
to be called "airmen”. They are 
called "WAFs”. Before the Korean 
war began there were in the neigh 
borhood of 4,000 of them in the ser­ 
vice.Accelerated recruitment has 
necessitated the reduction of basic 
training courses in this service from 
11 weeks to six weeks. The major 
portion of the enlistees is being ab­ 
sorbed by the Continental Air Com­ 
mand. They will be assigned after 
raining as reception center ofrera- 
1 ,ors, communications and elec- 
.ronics specialists, weather analysts, 
weather observers and medical and 
surgical technicians. 
Recruits are trained at Lackland 
Air Force base, San Antonio, Tex. 
Those eligible for commissions are 
also trained at the Officer Candi­ 
date School there. The women may 
get advanced training at some Air 
Force schools for special jobs. These 
are all co-educational schools. There 
are no special schools for WAFs 
alone. They like this too. 
Before Korea almost all the 
women were trained in' these ad­ 
vanced courses for specialized jobs, 
but now the majority are getting 
on-the-job training. Schools for 
special training are all over the UJ3. 
Currently the most important o: f 
these are the school at Chanute 
Field, 111., which trains for weather 
observer and parachute rigger, the 
school at Keesler Field, Biloxi, Miss 
for radio and control tower opera­ 
tors, and the radio mechanic schoo! 
at Scott Field, HI. 
At the Francis E. Warren Air 
Force Base in Wyoming they get 
training as clerk-typists, teletype 
operators and teletype mechanics 
At Lowry^Air Force Base in Colo­ 
rado there are schools for photog­ 
raphers, supply technicians and 
tabulating machine operators. 
Recalls of women Air Force re­ 
servists to fill these particular jobs 
and jobs in food service, transporta­ 
tion, medical and dental service 
have been voluntary and involun­ 
tary. The Air Force has been taking 
WAFs with badly needed specialties 
right along. 
To enlist in the* Air Force you 
must be 18 to 34 inclusive. Those 
between 18 and 21 must have their 
parent’s consent. Yod must be a high 
school graduate, a citizen of the 
United States and single at time of 
enlistment if without prior service. 
You may enlist for four, five or six 
years.

Pairing Off

Try to have them begin pairing 
off gradually. No "steadies” at first. 
That’s the main idea. 
Do you have a teen-ager or two 
around home? Then you’ll be con­ 
cerned with this subject of dates. 
Let’s look at the younger kids 
who are just starting. 
How can you help ’em? By an­ 
ticipating things and setting the 
stage so they’ll learn without being 
preached at. Preaching to your 
dds on this subject Is the most 
futile occupation on earth. 
Instead try to get them into the 
social' swing gradually. That way 
they’ll learn how to conduct them­ 
selves and be less apt to go off the 
deep end. 
One way to do that Is to have 
them start going to mixed parties 
when they’re still quite little. Par­ 
ties attended by both sexes but 
without any pairing off. Just the 
whole gang together havin’ fun. 
Good churches have parties like 
that frequently. So do good schools. 
They are herd parties to give, 


though, because of the leadership 
needed to make them dick. 
Maybe you could give some af­ 
fairs for your kids' gang in your 
own home. Get other parents to 
help you, it's too much work to do 
alone.

The Soldier's Comfort 
One of Ihe sharpest memories from military 
life of every '‘civilian soldier" is of the bleak 
chill of the barracks which are "home" to most 
servicemen. It is not a matter of heating, or of 
the construction of the buildings, although in 
the case of some of the temporary -/i>e structures 
those are no more than adequate, if that It is 
a matter of the atmosphere of the big open bay, 
the squad room, in which most men are quar­ 
tered. 
It is an atmosphere with which not much can 
be done. When "home" is one bunk among six- 
/teen or more lined along the walls of one big 
room, with a foot locker and a shelf for personal 
belongings, the possibilities are limited. There 
ii an inescapable air of living in the main pas­ 
sageway of a railroad station. There is, for the 
homesick lad, the terrible loneliness of a crowd. 
There are, in addition, the inconveniences of 
large group living, such as conflict of hours and 
habits and the use of one central assortment of 
plumbing fixtures by forty or so men. 
The Air Force has embarked on a noble ex­ 
periment to do something about this situation, 
which has seen little change since military men 
moved from tents and sleeping bags into build­ 
ings. A new type of barracks to be constructed 
at an Omaha base will provide semi-private 
rooms for all men, with comforts planned to be 
comparable to those of a modem university 
dormitory. The most surprising f/ature is that 
the Air Force expects to save money, building 
these quarters at about 75 per cent of the cost 
per man of standard barracks. This is almost 
unbelievable. 
If it works, this may be the accomplishment 
of the century in adding to the comforts, such 
a« they are, of military life.

In Russia? Much Brass Dying

The Russian press In 1950 has 
announced the deaths of 28 men 
who were high In the Soviet brass 
—generals, adm irals, Interior 
ministers, functionaries and the 
like. Only four were over the age 
of 00. None was over 65. 
This seems like a hijh casualty 
rats for the big brass. Linked with 
the strong evidence of i fevered 
hunt for "wreckers" and the like— 
this has been showing up fre­ 
quently and poorly veiled in the 
Soviet press—it brings to mind the 
great purge of the Thirties,! when 
Stalin got rid of his more danger- 
out enemies wholesale. 
Some of the generals had con­ 
nections during their careers with 
the Uxrainé, Among those who 
died in 1950 was the leader of the 
Ukrainian Communist Party. There 
has been much speculation about 
thi Ukraine this year—talk of un­ 
rest amounting almost to open re­ 
volt. 
Just last January the Soviet 
Union announced that the death 
penalty —abolished in 1947—had 
been restored for crimes against 
the Soviet state. 
Also significantly, the Journal of 
the Supreme Soviet announced the 
award to many persons in the in­ 
terior ministry's police setup for 
"excellent service in maintaining 
public order” — including some 
awarded to state security militia­ 
men who died in the performance 
of this duty. The Soviet press 
rarely mentions crime, but this 
article created the impression that 
the tole terget of the decorated 


militiamen was the common crimi­ 
nal.If there is a blood purge under 
way, it is less crude than the ©II® 
in the thirties. The work of the 
firing squads tlhiexi was widely 
publicised. It had a bad effect both 
at home and abroad, and the purge 
wounds were long in healing. 
There is no reason to suppose 
that Moscow permitted all big 
brass death notices to be published. 
It would be more likely that the 
Moscow press would limit itself to 
notices for those most likely to be 
missed by the public. Here is a list 
of those who died, according to 
Moscow announcements:

WASHINGTON (A^-This is an explapation 
of the new program for civil defense against an 
enemy attack on this country, such as an air raid. 
It calls for spending 13,100,000,000 on civil 
defense in the next three years, with the states 
and federal government each putting up about 
half. 
And the progTam will be directed by a new 
agency, the Federal Civil Defense Administra­ 
tion (FCDA). 
To head it, President Truman has named a 
former Florida governor, Millard F. Caldwell, Jr. 
This new law has two main parts: What the 
government is permitted to do before an attack 
and the great power it can use after an attack. 
é 
1-BEFORE AN ATTACK- 
Acting as guide and helper, the federal gov­ 
ernment aids the states to prepare. But it can't 
compel any state to take part. Maybe all will. 
But those which might be prime targets un­ 
doubtedly will. 
What kind of help can the government give? 
Any real civil defense requires planning on 
what to do if an attack comes: Setting up a 
warning system; training emergency crews-like 
police, firemen, doctors — and crews to clear 
wreckage or restore lights and water or crews to 
get people out of a ruined city. 
So the FCDA can work out a national defense 
plan; help the states fit their plans into the 
national one; lay away-stockpile-great supplies 
of blood plasma; give the states money for 
building bomb shelters, but only if they put up 
an equal amount of their own money for such 
work; open schools (but no more than four) for 
training people in civil defense so they can go 
home and train others; and it can help the states 
make agreements for helping one another in case 
of attack. For example: 
§ 
New York and New Jersey might agree that if 
New York is bombed, New Jersey will pour its 
fire engines and ambulances into New York to 
help out.

2—AFTER AN ATTACK— 
After an attack, or after the government ha* 
proclaimed a civil emergency because it believes 
an attack is coming, the government becomes 
full boss. The states then are no longer on a 
take it-or-leave-it basis. The government can 
tell them what to do. For example: 
Suppose New York and New Jersey hadn't 
reached an agreement on helping one another. 
And suppose New York was bombed. After an 
attack, the government could order New Jersey 
to send its fire engines and ambulances into 
New York. 
- Further, the government can throw any of its 
employees or resources into helping out for 
example: it gould order the staff of a veterans 
hospital to aid the victims of a bombing. 
The government doesn’t have to declare a 
civil defense emergency for the whole country 
if it thinks an attack may be coming in say just 
one Spot For example: It could place the island 
of Guam under a state of civil emergency but 
DO other place. 
(This civil emergency, to be used onlytin case 
of an expected attack, if not to be confused with 
the state of national emergency recently declared 
by President Truman). 


FOR CIVUL DEFENSE purposes the country 
will be divided into regions, 13 in all. FCDA 
can put a field office and staff into each region 
to help work with the states in its region. 
Caldwell, as head of FCDA, won’t work en- 
tiiely alone. The law says an advisory defense 
council will work with FCDA. It will have 13 
people: Caldwejil, as chairman, and 12 others 
chosen this way:

Facts And Fables 
About Arthritis, New 
Hormone Drugs 


Since the discovery of cortisone 
and ACTH, the new hormone 
drugs which are so successful in 
the treatment of arthritis, efforts 
to make this puzzling inflamma­ 
tion of the joints yield the secret 
of its cause have been intensified. 
One of these attempts took the 
form of an investigation in which 
every detail concerning, an unus­ 
ually large num ber of arthritic 
patients was recorded. Hie conclu­ 
sions to which this great mass of 
facts points suggest that many of 
our theories as to the cause of 
rheumatoid arthritis may prove no 
more than "old wives tales." 
DAMP BOUSES 
There was, for instance, ltytle 
evidence to support the idea that 
living in damp houses and base­ 
ment apartments leads to arth­ 
ritis. There was a little more sup­ 
port for the widespread belief that 
working in cold surroundings plays 
a part in the development of the 
disease, but the figures were not 
impressive. They left no doubt, 
however, about the disabling na­ 
ture of arthritis, since more than 
half of those affected were shown 
as being unable to work. 
It has often been suggested that 
rheumatoid arthritis may be due 
to mental and emotional stress, 
but here again the facts failed to 
bear out the theory, since thqg 
showed no greater incidence of 
such episodes among arthritic pa­ 
tients than among perfectly nor­ 
mal persons. 
Nor was the Idea that hormonal 
imbalance was responsible upheld, 
only one out of 100 patients, show­ 
ing disturbance in the glands of 
internal secretion. 
CONFIRMED RESULTS 
Hie investigation confirmed the 
results of previous research which 
showed an improvement during 


in women with rheuma­ 
toid arthritis, and established the 
additional fact that, once the 
pregnancy was ended, the condi­ 
tion became worse than 
Change of life seemed not to af­ 
fect the disease, either for good 
or ill. 
Borne evidence was gained to in­ 
dicate a possible inherited tend­ 
ency to the disease, since relatives 
of patients also seemed to hava 
the disease frequently. 
LOSS OF WEIGHT 
Many of the patients did hava 
some circulatory trouble with the 
legs prior to the development of 
the rheumatoid arthritis. Before 
the beginning of the trouble with 
the jointe, many of those affected 
had such symptoms as tiredness 
and loes of weight. This fact 
shows that rheumatoid arthritis is 
a condition which affects the en­ 
tire body and the trouble with 
the joints is only a part of tha 
genera] condition. 
There was also some association 
between anemia, or lessening of 
the coloring In tha blood, and 
rheumatoid arthritis. 
Any person affected with this 
condition should, of course, con­ 
sult his physician as soon as pos­ 
sible. The earlier treatment is 
started, the better chance there 
will be to wa d off the crippling 
effects of the disease. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. N.: What is tha causa of a 
lack of hydrochloric acid In tha 
stomach, and can it be alleviated? 
Answer: A lack of hydrochloric 
acid occurs, at times, in such con­ 
ditions as pernicious anemia, can­ 
cer of the stomach, and other less 
serious conditions. 
If the cause is definitely estab­ 
lished, and is not one of the keri- 
ous conditions, the remedy is very 
simple. It consists in taking a 
small quantity of weak hydro­

Field censors have clipped large 
chunks out of dispatches on the 
grounds of military security. Boms 
Associated Press stories have ar­ 
rived in Tokyo minus their first 
and most important paragraph. 
Correspondents are not permit­ 
ted to use the word "retreat” in 
connection with the pullback. Ae- 
curity officers in Tokyo say this 
is a planned and orderly with­ 
drawal—not a retreat in the face 
of Bed China’s overwhelming man- 
jpOTV^lT# 
(Webster’s unabridged dictionary 
says “. » . retreat is properly and 
orderly march, in which circum­ 
stances it differs from a flight, 
rout, etc.”) 
A field dispatch from AP cor­ 
respondent Tom Lambert was com­ 
pletely junked by censors here be­ 
cause it dealt with what American 
troops are thinking In the pull 
back. 
Lambert’s and other field dis­ 
patches show the soldiers know they 
are in retreat 
Ah field copy is routed through 
Eigth Army headquarters in Korea 
for censorship. The minimum de­ 
lay is one hour. Censorship is air­ 
tight because the Army controls all 
Communications. 
In Tokyo correspondents still vol­ 
untarily submit their material to 
a “press advisory division,” then 
transmit it over uncontrolled tele­ 
graph 
and 
telephone channels. 
There is a minimum of delay and 
security officers have been willing 
to discuss disputed points with 
newsmen. 


Censorship was applied in the 
field less than three weeks ago 
after army officials said the com­ 
petition for news had produced a 
number of security violations. Since 
then the only case of this sort has 
been what officers termed prema 
ture disclosure of the withdrawal 
from Seoul.

SAN DIEGO (ff)—The Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation reported early 
today that a man believed to be 
badman Bill Cook attempted to pick 
up a sailor in Chula Vista, near*here, 
at 2 a.m. to assist him to drive to 
San Francisco. 
The FBI, which repeated the in­ 
formation in a warning broadcast 
to police departments, said the sus­ 
pect was driving a sea foam green 
1950 Ford sedan, license number 
unavailable. He was wearing gray 
slacks, a jacket and a white shirt 
The broadcast said that Cook was 
believed to be traveling north with 
a sailor. 
Mien resembling him were report­ 
ed yesterday in Texas, Oregon and 
Kansas. But the FBI here frankly 
was at a loss to explain how 
where Cook—if it was be—got back 
Across the Mexican border, and so 
far north In 30 hours. 
Early today, the New Mexico state 
police reported a man tentatively 
identified as Cook as sighted at 
Vaughn, N. M. 
A filling station attendant identi­ 
fied him from a picture. 
The man, very nervous and armed, 
got gasoline and drove off without 
paying, officers said the attendant 
told them. 
He was headed east toward Clovis, 
NM., in a black Chevrolet with a 
California license. 
This report was the nearest direct 
new clue leading to the 24-year-old 
desperado, who blazed a trail of 
terror through Oklahoma and Cali­ 
fornia, killing perhaps eight persons. 
The town of Cherryvale in south­ 
eastern Kansas was in an uproar 
last night after a 25-year-old woman 
reported a man answering Cook’s 
description approached her- car in 
what she thought was an attempt to 
kidnap her. She told Police Chief 
Albert Clark there was another man 
with him. 
The woman, whose name was 
withheld, said she grabbed her car 
keys and fled into her mother’s 
home before the men could stop her. 
Said Clark: “The whole town is 
aroused and the police station Is 
filled with people who want guns.”
